“These prices are out of line.” said 
| Durr. “There is unhealthy inflation 
| in radio stations that favors the ad- 
vertisers. Here is WJLD. in Bessemer. 
Ala., a 250-watt station, selling for 
$106,000. The original cost was about 
$12,000, and al] its present assets 
cannot exceed $14,000. Its nei in- 
come was less than $5,000 in 1942. It 
is two years old. 

“WINX is four and one-half vears 
old and cost around $57,000. The re- 
placement value would be $58.000 t« 
$60,000. The 1943 net income wis a 
| little over $20,000. Yet it 
$500,000. 

“WQXR is much older and is not 
so far out of line. Its net worth is 
about $227,000. Its net income was 
$30,000 last year. The purchase price 
was $1,000,000. 

“I'm not condemning anvbody. but 
there should be hearings in these 
cases to show they are buying assets 
| of stations and not frequencies. Te 

frequency belongs to the public and 
should not be part of the cost 
| “How can such stations, purchased 
' for such prices, operate in the public 
| interest when they can't make a 
profit without selling every minute 
of their time? What is going to hap- 
| pen after the war, when advertising 
falls off? This situation favors the 
wealthy people who can afford t 
take a loss in the running of their 
stations. But what about the little 
man who has to make a prefit from 
his station to stay in business?”
